The 
Navarre Lodge of SpriDfifield was the 
last lodge instituted under my authority, 
The order throughout the state this year 
has been very harmonious; no discords 
nor dissentions, and no appeals taken 
from the Grand Chancellor's decisions;

Senator Qua. Hill Outlines What tne 


colored People Propose to Do. 


Btoomfiigfon Leader. 


Senator Gus. Hill, chairman of tbo executive 


c cmmltlee of the lIlincleColorcdMcn'i Asso- 
ciation, has already begun tho preliminary 
work towards a permanent and effective or- 
ganization of the colored voters of the entire 
state. He Intends soon to visit the different 
cities and towns of the state, organizing col- 
ored clubs whore they do not already oxltt. 
"Yes," remarked the Senator, toil) morning, 
"I think after a few months «f good hard toll 
the executive committee will have things In 
good working order, and tbo entire strength 
as well as the political status of the colored 
voters of Illinois will be fully determined. 
We expect to have the best-informed colored 
men In each town and city In tho Mate to pre- 
pare ft roster of the voters—those who are Hc- 
publicane, those who are mugwumps, as well 
as those who are outand.out, "ffjiiaro-tooa" 
Democrats. It will require some time, but we 
will succeed bcforo long in accomplishing 
what the executive cammlttce think is now an 
important thing to do." 


"What about starting n pnper as an organ 


for tho colored people of the state?" asked 
tho reporter. 


1 'There has Ijccn some talk about starting a 


paper," remarked tbo Senator, "and I pre- 
sume tho colored people beRin to feel that it Is 
time for such a publication. Qlie ex'cntlve 
committee will take this matter In htnd as 
soon as practical.

most cases the "find" tempts the finder 
to add another to the thousands of 
illustrations of tlie fact that that which 
is gained without labor is spent with- 
out thought. 


A gentleman of large experience in 


the Australian gold fields says that al- 
most the only instance he ever knew 
where an uneducated man did not re- 
ceive more harm than good from find- 
ing gold, was the following: 


A man who had been a few months 


in the colony, and had supported him- 
self by digging in a garden, went up to 
the "diggings." He know nothing ol 
miningr and could hardly tell quartz 
from common rock. Within two weeks 
he stumbled upon a nugget of pnre 
gold, weighing seventy ounces.

very day he started back to the coast,

JACKSON bAYS HE IS GUILTY. 


THe Murderer of Parr Will Hang or Go 


to Prison for Life. 


Prom Saturday's 


Wiliam 'Riley Jackson, the tough who 


has been in the Decatnr jail many times, 
pleaded guilty yesterday at Bloomington 
to the indictment for the murder of Rich- 
ard Parr, and threw himself on the mercy 
of Judge Reeves. Sentence is suspended 
for the present. The court may fix death 
penalty or send Jackson to Joliet for life, 
Jackson's coarse occasioned great sur- 
prise, as it was supposed he would fight 
the case. He is a pugnacious sort of a 
chap, having on one occasion brutally 
assaulted a your g man near the tray fac- 
tory, for which he got only a jail sen- 
tenee. He then left Deoatur, and was not 
heard of again until he killed Parr. 


The crime for which Jackson was ar- 


rested at Bloorcinglon was the killing of 
Richard Parr, whom he shot at the house 
of the latter, in Danvers township, near 
Bloomington, on February 9th last. He, 
Jackson, was a stranger to Parr, the two 
having met for the first time in the vil- 
lage of Danvers on the day of the shoot- 
ing. Jackson had been drunk for at least 
a day or two before, and was drunk dur- 
ing the day that he killed Parr. Parr 
allowed him to lide to his house on his 
sled, Jackson claiming that he was in 
search ot a man named Chester McCol- 
lum, who lived in the same neighborhood 
of Parr, While he was at Parr's house, 
he loaded his revolver and accused Parr 
of having stolen his watch, and almost 
immediately afterwards he shot Parr and 
his son John, Parr died the next day, 
but John got well. Jackson claimed that 
the Parrs, among them, had stolen his 
watch, which was a Wa'erbury affair, 
worth $3 or $4, and that in seeking to 
get it from them Parr came at him with 
an as, telling him to leave or he would 
split bis head open, whereupon he shot, 
in self-defense; and that he shot John as 
the latter was approaching him with a 
musket. In this he is. contradicted by 
Parr's three children. Jhokson was tried 
last May, convicted, and sentenced to be 
hung. Judge Blades granted him a new 
trial, principally upon the ground that 
one of the jurors in the case had stated, 
before the trial, I hat Jackson ought to be 
hung.

A NEW EXPLOSIVE. 


Its Combination, Power, Advantages and 


Disadvantages. 


A new explosive known as hellhoffite, 


which has been invented by Hellhoff 
and Gruson, has been subjected to com- 
parative trials at St. Petersburg to- 
gether with mtro-glycerine and ordin- 
ary gunpowder. It is a solution of ^ 
nitrated organic combination (naph- 
thaline, phenol, benzine, etc.), in fum: 
ing nitric acid. In preparing tho hall- 
hoffite tried in the experiments, binitro- 
benzine, a solid, inexplosive and badly 
burning body, was used. At tha firsl 
trial glass bottles of twenty cubic cen- 
timetres contents each were filled witb 
twenty grammes of the respective ei 
plosive substances and corked down. A 
tube filled with fulminate of mercury wai 
passed through the corks, a slow match 
being attached to the outer end of th« 
tube for the purpose of ignition. Each, 
of the bottles thus prepared was placed 
,on a truncated pone of lead, the uppej 
diameter of which was 3.5 centimetres, 
Jts lower 4.5 aud its height six.

The explosipii of tho 
hcllhoflite

changes. The surface of tho cone was 
completely torn; pieces five centime- 
tres long and two centimetres thick 
were torn off aud thrown about foi 
several paces; only half the cone waa 
still a compact but entirely defaced 
mass. At the second experiment bot- 
tles (of 25 grammes each) lillcd with 
the various explosive substances were 
let into corresponding cavities bored 
into the face of fir blocks of similar 
dimensions. 
Iti exploding the gun- 


powder the block was torn into four 
pieces as if split by a hatchet, the sev- 
eral pieces were thrown, about tor 18, 
12, 11 and 10 paces. 
In exploding the 


nitro-glj ceriue the block was split into 
several pieces. 
Tho upper portion oi 


the block, as far as the bottle was let 
into it, was torn off perpendicularly in 
the direction of the fiber in such a man- 
ner that a smooth cut was formed. The 
explosion of the hellhoflite likewise 
tore tho portion of tha block sur- 
rounding the bottle perpendicularly in 
the direction of the fiber, and splintered 
the remainder of the block into a largo 
number of thin libers. 
Tho following 


experiments were also made with hell- 
hoflite alono: 
A slow match 
waa 


passed through the tube in tho cork, 
which was without fulminate of rncr- 
curv, as far as the .surface of the hell- 
hoflile in the glass bottle; no explosion 
followed on igniting the slow match. 
A quantity of hellhofllte poured into a 
bowl could not be exploded by alighted 
match. 
Finally a few drops of hell- 


Jioffito were poured ou an anvil and ex- 
posed to heavy blows with a hammer, 
and no explosion folio wed. Tho hell- 
hoffite, consequently, possesses the fol- 
lowing advantages: 
(1) In igniting it 


with fulminate of mercury it acts rnoro 
nowerfully than nitro-glycerme; (2) it 
fuay bo stored and transported with 
perfect safety as regards concussion, 
as it can not be exploded either by a 
blow or a shock, nor by an open flame. 
On the other hand, it has the following 
disadvantages: 
(1) HellhoflHe is a 


liquid; (2) the fuming nitric acid con- 
tamed in hellhoflite is of such a volatile 
nature thut it can bo stored only in 
perfectly closed vessels; (3) hellhofDlo 
is rendered completely inexplosive by 
being mixed with witter, and can con- 
sequently not be employed for works 
under water.—London 'Jimcs.

One of Hie Amusements of the Bhopal 


Girls In East India. 


A traveler gives us a pretty descrip- 


tion of the graceful egg dance which 
was performed for bis amusement in 
the Court of Bhopal, India. It shows 
us that our sword dancers and oui 
young ladies of tha ballet are not quit* 
lip to the standard of the Bhopal girl. 
He tells us that a slender girl, arrayed 
in an embroidered bodice and short 
skirts like those worn by the peasant 
women m this part of India, came for- 
ward, very fascinatingly to him, with 
wreathed smiles and dainty steps, and 
also insteps that were very neatly 
modeled. 
"She seemed to me as if she 


wanted me to buy her basket of eggs 
along with herself and that the eggs 
wore real eggs. 
She did not dance on 


them, however. She wore on her head 
a lar<*e wheel of wickerwork, and 
around this and equal distances were 
placed threads with slip knots at the 
ends, in each knot a glass bead to keep 
it from closing. 


"The music begins. It is a quick, 


jerking movement, rather monotonous, 
and the dancer spins around in time 
with the measure, which grows faster 
andfaster. Asshe turns she seizes an egg 
from the basket, which is held on her 
left arm, and rapidly inserts it in one 
of the knots. 
Her circular motion 


causes the thread to stretch out like 
the spoke of a wheel. She keeps on 
doing this till every knot has its egg 
and her head is surrounded by a sort 
of aureole. When she has succeeded 
in placing all the eggs she spins around 
so fast that her features can hardly be 
seen. A false step and Humpty Dump- 
ty would have a fall indeed. She has 
now the most dainty and difficult part 
of her dance to execute, for the dance 
is not done till every egg is taken from 
its thread and laid satcly back in the 
empty basket. One by one the Indian 
girl accomplishes thi=| never crushing 
a shell or displacing a single egg. 
When all are restored she stops hoi 
dizzy whirl, courtesies with grace, and 
offers her basket to the lookers on, who 
often break the eggs to prove that no 
iuo-o-ler's trick has been used to change 
them."—N. Y. Herald.

THE WINTER PALACE. 


An Interesting Account of One of th« Cimr'l 


Homes—It» Building, Colt, Etc. 


The Winter Palace, although con- 


structed by Empress Elizabeth, was 
not completed until Peter HI. ascended 
the throne, and the square in front oi 
it was still covered with the shops and 
huts of the workmen. Heaps of stone, 
brick and rubbish obstructed the ap- 
proaches to the palace. In order te> 
clear the place Baron Korff. who thei 
filled the post of Chief of Police at St. 
Petersburg, proposed to the Empcroi 
to give permission to the poorei 
inhabitants to carry away these unused 
materials. 
The plan pleased the Em- 


peror, and orders were immediately 
given to carry it out. The Emperoi 
witnessed from his windows the opera 
tion, which was completed by the 
evening. The Emperor, on installing 
himself in his new palace, occupied the 
part looking onto the square and the 
corner of the Millionnaia. Tliis por 
tiou of the palace bore the name of th« 
King of Prussia's apartments. Thf 
occupation of the palace was accom 
pirn led by no extraordinary ceremony. 
The room occupied by Peter had beei 
decorated by the architect Tchova 
kinsky, a pupil of Rastrelli, and the 
flooring aud 
gilded cornices werE 


brought from Italy. Peter's bedroon 
was in the extreme wing, and beside il 
was his library. Above the entrance dooi 
he caused the gallery to be constructed 
which he turned into his working 
cabinet 
and 
furnished 
-*t 
a 
cost 


of more than three thousand five hun- 
dred rubles. 
The Empress 
Cath- 


erine occupied tho rooms afterwards 
known by the name of the Empress 
Marie Feodorovna, The day the court 
occupied the Winter Palace (7th of 
April, 1762) was marked by the conse- 
cration of the Palace Church under the 
name of the Resurrection. Later on, 
in 1763, on the occasion of an ancient 
image of Christ being removed to the 
church, it was consecrated afresh by 
order of Catherine II. as that of the 
Savior. The embellishment of the in- 
terior and the furnishing of the palace 
were continued under Peter and only 
completed by Catherine. 
The total 


outlay up to the year 1768 was esti- 
mated at two million six hundred ana 
twenty-two thousand and twenty ru- 
bles, or about four hundred thousand 
pounds. The principal director of the 
works in the interior was the celebrat- 
ed amateur Jean Betzky. In 1767 the 
annexe of the palace destined to be the 
Hermitage was commenced, the archi- 
tect Delamotte being intrusted with its 
execution. 
This building, oblong irs 


shape, extended from the Millionnaia 
to the Quay. Four years later a sec- 
ond building was erected on a plan ol 
the architect Fclton. 
In 1780 several 


fresh wings were added, and the Em- 
press ordered the architect Guarangh? 
to build a theater, which was at th< 
latest to be completed by August, 
1784. 
The same architect erected the 


arch connecting the Hermitage with 
the theater, and with the part of the 
palace containing the Raphael galler- 
ies. 
In 1786 the marble gallery (con- 


taining; the Hall of St. George and the 
Throne-room) was commenced, and in 
1794 a superb throne was placed in tho 
former. 
This throne was the master- 


piece of tha architect Starow.—Novae 
Vremya. 


A GREAT WORK. 


The Feasibility of IrrlgntinK the Famooi 


San Jofiqulu Vttllcy. 


While tho "Great American Desert" 


of tradition has shrunk to small pro- 
portions before the advance of civiliza- 
tion, there are large areas in the west- 
err, half of the United States where the 
difficulty of securing a good water sup- 
ply is still a serious obstacle to settle- 
ment. Tho San Joaquin Valley of 
California is fillirg up with population 
at a rate that threatens to make this a 
serious question at no distant day. 
The wet season brings a plenty of rain, 
but the water does not last the year 
round. It is suggested that this diffi- 
culty can be overcome by constructing 
immense reservoirs, in which the water 
can be stored for use in the dry season. 
Nature offers her assistance in such an 
enterprise. Along the foot-hills and 
at tho mouths of passes and ravines 
aro tho moraines of ancient glaciers, 
which 
in 
prehistoric 
times 
shut 


in large lakes. Tbe waters 
after- 


ward made a channel for their es- 
cape by partially cutting away tho ac- 
cumulations of stone and earth in the 
moraines, but in many cases these 
ancient breaks might be restored by 
modern industry. In this way it would 
be feasible to secure large reservoirs, 
where the surplus drainage of tha wet 
seasons could be kept for use during 
the dry months of tbe late summer and 
autumn. Precedents for such works 
can be found in ancient history, nota- 
bly in a vast reservoir in Arabia, made 
by a dam two miles long and a hun- 
dred and twenty feet high, which re- 
strained tho current of a large stream 
for about two thousand years. The 
California papers think that if the en- 
gineering skill and capital of that early 
period were equal to such an achieve- 
ment, modern science and money ought 
to be able to meet the similar problems 
of this age with equal success. The 
science of irrigation must evidently 
play an important part in the develop- 
ment of large regions in our Western 
country.—N. Y. Fosi.
